I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts, 
which give, by Counties and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, 
and the number and description of Live Stock in 1893. 

The materials necessary for the compilation of these Statistics 
were obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
Metropolitan Police, who discharged this important duty with 
zeal and efficiency. 

The Abstracts have been carefully compiled from summaries 
made by the Enumerators, and may in some slight degree differ 
from the revised figures which will be subsequently published. 

Notes, furnished to me by the District Inspectors of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary (who acted as Superintendents of Enumeration), 
on the state of the various crops in their districts at the time of 
the collection of the Returns, will be found at pp. 20-42.

decrease in Leinster, of 13,261 acres, or l'O per cent. ; and in 
Ulster, of 6,795 acres, or 0'4 per cent.

In 1802 the extent returned under grass was 10,253,824 acre 
in 1893 the amount returned is 10,308,848 acres, being an increase 
of 55,024 acres; the extent returned as fallow in 1892 Wa ! 
24,298 acres, and in 1893, 22,038 acres; the extent under woods 
and plantations in 1892 was 309,586 acres, against 308,645 acres 
in 1893; and the extent returned under "Turf Bog, Karst 
Barren Mountain Land, &c.,” in 1892 was 4,862,528 acres, against 
4,816,285 acres in 1893, being a decrease of 46,243 acres ; of the 
acreage thus returned in 1893, 1,192,999 acres have beon entered 
by the enumerators as turf bog, 455,997 acres as marsh, and 
■ 2,250,895 acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Extent under Crops. 

Cereal crops Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1892 there appears a decrease 
of 20,420 acres in the acreage under wheat ; an increase of 22,118 
acres under oats; a decrease of 6,390 acres under barley; an 
increase of 126 acres under here and rye, and a decrease of 82? 
acres under beans and pease ; showing a net decrease of 5 , 39.5 l 
acres in the extent under cereal crops. 

Greta crops Green Crops. — The acreage under turnips has vnereased by j 
2,373 acres, and cabbage by 25 acres. . The extent under potatoes \ 
has decreased by 16,489 acres ; mangel-wurzel and beet root by j 
4,529 acres ; vetches and rape by 902 acres, and carrots, parsnips i 
and other green crops by 1,814 acres, leaving a net decrease of < 
21,336 acres in the extent under green crops. 

Flax. — The acreage under flax in 1892 was 70,647 acres, and . 
in 1893 the extent returned' under this crop is 67,444 acres, 
being a decrease of 3,203 acres. 

Mcadrw In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as the 
ami Ciover ex (. en f. «jr or n a y only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation ” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation." The extent for hay under 
“ Clover, &c„” in 1892, was 623,886 acres, and in 1893 it ia 642,056 
acres, being an increase of 18,17 0 acres. The area for bay on perma- 
nent pasture inl892 was 1,518,924 acres, and in 1893 it is 1,525,108 
acres, showing an increase of 6,184 acres. There is, therefore, an 
increase of 24,354 acres in the total area under meadow and clover.

It appears from the following Table that between 1892 and 
1893 there has been an increase of 8,550 in the number of 
horses and mules ; ami an increase in' the number of pigs amount- 
ing to 38,S93. Cattle exhibit a decrease of 67,099, and sheen l 
decrease of 4*06,184 Of the 16,096,685 poultry enumerated in 
1893, 1,031,928 were turkeys, 2,177,227 were geese, 2,909,252 
were chicks, and 9,978,278 were ordinary fowl.
